An Ordinance further to amend the Additional Duties of Excise 

(Goods of Special Importance ) Act, 1957 . 
WHEREAS the Additional duties of Excise (Goods of Special Im 
portance ) Amendment Bill , 1995 to give effect to the aforesaid object has 
been introduced in Parliament, but has not yet been passed ; 

AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take imme 
diate action to give eftect to the provisions of the Bill ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1 ) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : — 


1 . ( 1 ) This Ordinance may be called the Additional Duties of Excise 
(Goods of Special Importance ) Amendment Ordinance , 1995 .

Distribution of additional diU ^ es 


During each of the financial years commencing on amd alter the 
Is., day of April, 1995, there shall be paid to each of the States specified 

in column ( 1) ofi the Table below such percentage of the net proceeds 
of additional duties levied and collected during that financial year in 
respect of the goods described in column (3) of the First Schedule, 
after deducting therefrom a sum equal to 2.203 per cent. of the said 
proceeds. as being attributable to Union territories, as is set out against 
it in column ( 2 ) of the said Table : 


Provided that if during that financial year there is levied and 
collected in any State a tax on the sale or. purchase of the goods des 
cribed in column (3 ) of the First Schedule , or one ot more of them 
by or under any law of tlhiat State , no sums shall be payable to that 
State under this paragraph in respect of that! financial year , unless the 
Central Government by special order otherwise directs .
